They have not even reached 
the mission, as was announced by scouts 
who reached headquarters. 
Indeed, so 


far as the best information which may 
now be had goes, the only reliable fact 
is that the Indians have started, and 
that IE all. 
In the matter of coming to 


the agency under the present circum- 
stances, time is an element which does 
not concern the Indian, 
So many 


times, indeed, has be promised to oome 
in without keeping the promise that no 
man can tell when the final entree will 
be made. 


VAiiETCm, N, D., Jan. 12.—The 


city has been in a ferment of excitement 
all day Sunday. Shortly after midnight 
the bngle call to arms was sounded, and 
within an hour the members of com- 
pany G, first regular R. N. G., had as- 
sembled at the armory, where Captain 
Peake read a telegram from Governor 
Burke, ordering the company to be 
ready to proceed to the frontier at an 
hour's notice. By daylight the com- 
pany was ready, and is now momentarily 
expecting orders to go the front, 


BIBMABOK. N. D., Jan. 12.—Governor 


Burke received dispatches last evening 
from Adjutant General Devoy, Major 
MoEee and Captain Yorkey, who are at 
Bottineau, stating that the situation on 
the Manitoba border is not serious. No 
outbreak has occurred, though the In- 
dians are dancing and firing their guns 
day and night, The settlers have fled 
from their homes by the score, and the 
fact leads Governor Burke to do every- 
thing in his power to prevent an upris- 
ing and allay the excitement. The 
governor shipped 260 stands of arms 
from Bismarck last night to be dis- 
tributed at Bottineau. He also tele- 
graphed Senator Casey to see that 1,000 
stands of rifles and a gattling gun were 
forwarded by the war department by 
fast freight. 


ELKO, Nev., Jan. 12.—Sam MoMul- 


len, a leading rancher of Star Valley, at 
the head of the Humboldt river, yester- 
day telegraphed Sheiff Polk, asking for 
arms and amunition. MoMullen says 
that 200 Indians are holding a ghost 
dance in Star Valley, and that the situ- 
ation is threatening. 


Pure RIDGE AQENOT, S. D,, via Ruah- 


ville, Kansas, Jan. 12.—General Miles 
determined this morning not to parley 
nor confer again with the Indians, This 
morning he eent a messenger to the hos- 
tiles' camp, at the mission, stating his 
terms. 
He said they must oome into 


the agency in small squads and go into 
oamp on their grounds near the friendly 
Indians. 
He would not object if they 


chose their own camping grounds, but 
the Brules and Ogalallas must not camp 
together and they must submit to the 
law governing the reservation and to 
the agent, It is learned from official 
sources, that this is General Miles' final 
action. 
If the Indians do not accept 


these terms, General Miles will go after 
them and there will be a fight sure. 


Shots were heard on the outskirts of 


the oamp this morning, but they were 
stray shots fired by the pickets. The 
Indians are at the mission six miles 
away and Father Jntz made arrange- 
ments with General Miles for a con- 
ference with the chiefs this morning. 
It is expected that the Indians will oome 
in to-day, either as friends or hostiles, 
and the conftrence will 
determine 


which. Father Juts informed General 
Miles that the Indians were in a 
friendly mood and were inelined to 
oome in peaceably. 


Father Jutz says the Indians do not 


want to be disarmed. This put the 
keynote of the conference. If General 
Miles eays they will not be disarmed a 
peaceable settlement will take place, A 
plan has been suggested to separate the 
Brulee and Ogallallas, and send the 
Brules back to their reservation, and 
turn the Ogallallas over to Captain 
Price, the newly appointed agent, to be 
disarmed or not, ae he pleased. 


Father Orafta was seen this morning. 


The venerable priest is slowly improv- 
ing. He said "the situation is very 
serious and the Indians must be very 
carefully handled, or there will be more 
trouble." 


"What is the cause of this war, 


Father?" 


"The Indians have been starved and 


left naked; not this year only, bnt for 
years."

Munoie, Anderson, Marion and other 
leading 
gas towns no perceptible 


diminution of pressure is reported. 
There is an abundance of gas for domes- 
tic, manufacturing and 
illuminating 


purposes and there ara absolutely no in- 
dications of a falling off in the supply. 
Many wells have failed, but wells sunk 
in close proximity to them are yielding 
freely. The average life of a well which 
is drawn upon for its full flow is only 
about three years. After that time the 
wells are liable to choke up with water 
or oil, although some of the first which 
were sunk in Indiana are still flowing as 
freely as ever. 


The situation of the cities and towns 


outside the gas fields to which gas ii 
piped, is not so favorable. All of them 
report a declining pressure and in only 
one or two of these places are the com- 
panies able to supply gas to manufac- 
turers, except during the summer when 
the domestic demand is very light 
With more wella and a very much 
greater pipe capacity these towns could 
doubtless secure an abundance of gas 
for all purposes, but the great cost of 
the plants and of operating, and the 
heavy leakage through long pipe lines, 
makes it doubtful whether the carrying 
of gas for any considerable distance for 
other than domestic uses can be made 
commercially profitable.
